•tmtiMM, Um coofta and avra fba alleys 
apaa^ londly of daanlinaaa. It aeema to 
be the watebwordof Daytonlana and con- 
sequently their city is noted for being one 
of the cleanest and best kept in the conn- 
try. Tbe majority of visitors are sur- 
prised at its dimensions, spread out as it 
is over much land. It counts from 95,000 
to 100, (XX) inhabitants, with a splendid 
quota of colleges and schools. .\s a 
ttMnafacturing city it is far above the 
average. Here is the famous National 
Caab Ragiater Plant, called the model 
fketocy ol tbe world, owtag to tbe 
cue it takea of ita e«plo7*> uid tbe aya- 
tem it baa introdnced and earriaa on. 
Then there is the Barney Smith Car Com- 
pany, the Stillwell-Borce-Smith-Valle 
Company's immen.se .shops, in which 
machinery is perfected and sent through- 
out the entire civilized world, besides 
hundreds of other manufacturing plants 
of all kinds. To the west of the city is 
tbe Soldiera' Home, tbe Government 
hone for dianbiod voltmtcer aoldien, and 
in tbia boiM are cared for aooie 0,000 of 
Unde Sam'a veterana. Tbe boitae ia a 
city in itaelf,' with iU Governor and ataf , 
its gas and water plants, its hotel and 
hospital, its ch«i)els and barracks, its 
deer park and lakes, its gardens and con- 
aervatories, all combining to make one 
of the handsomest parks in the United 
States and one that is very interesting 
indeed to tbe adiolar of history as made 
by tboM bmvn om wbo oflFered their 
Uvea at tbair ooaatfy'a altar. In tbc 
Soldiera' Home tbere an aone 1,800 
Catbolic veterans. For tbMe a beantifnl 
chapel baa recently been erected and tbe 
Catholic visitor is highly edified by the 
devotion displayeti by some of thest old 
soldiers. Visit the chapel when you may, 
from early morning until the setting of 
the lun, and you will always find some of 
these old men at their devotiona. Heke 
beneath the ahadow df the croaa they 
apead bonra of tbe dayaibat are bringing 
tbam doeer to tba day wben tbe laat 
bogle call shall echo over their own teat 
ing-place beaide tbcir coonadaa ia tbe 
cemetery nearby. Rev. Dr. C ft. Kem- 
per is tbe chaplain and shepherd of this 
remarkable congregation of old soldiers, 
and well does he understand their natures, 
for he ia greatly beloved and revered, not 
only by his own flock, but by all those 
wbo know him. 

To tbe Iriab Catbolic viaitor Dayton 
ia a place wbera be feela prood of tbe 
adiievenMnta of bla race, for everywbere 
Iriab namea are pnoriaeat, and wbat ia 
better still, the large nu^M^faCHMM 
bave kept the faith of their lUbcra and 
are loyal followers of St. Patrick. The 
Ancient Order of Hibernians lias three 
divisions with large memberships each. 
Two English-speaking churches out of 
the seven Catholic churches in Dayton, 
witb anotber one just organized, shows 
tbe aaeisy and zeal of tbe people and 
tbair peatora.

Father M. P. Neville, the energetic chap- 
lain of tbe Notre Dame Conventriapro- 
motinf the iatataatt of tbe aew South 
Park cboreh, of arhkh bo baa btNla ap- 
pointed paator. Tbia aew ooagravitt^ 
is about to move into ito new temporaty 
church and school building within the 
shadow of the National Cash Re^er 
factory, where many of its members are 
employed.

Francis care for the sick of all denomi- 
nations, creeds and colors as only they 
know how, and a magnificent new|200,- 
000 addition is about ready for furnish- 
ing. Tbe burden of thia hoapital falla 
very largely npoB Catholic ahonldera, but 
ia borne witb the right apirit ia tbe holy 
faith. 

Another institution which baa wielded 
a wide influence in tbe profflot!on of 
education, broad culture and refinement 
among Dayton Catholics is the Convent 
and Academy of the Sisters of Notre 
Dame. These good nuns bave labored 
long and faithfully in Dayton, and 
their influence particularly over the 
women and homea of Dayton has been 
very wholesome aad nach to be de- 
sired everywhere, aad aa a coaacqnence 
the Catholic ladies of Dayton are up and 
doing devoting their energies to the 
grealier glory of Go<l Hnd His church. 
The Tabernacle Society, which niiml)ers 
some 'HMi nieinhers, hail its inception 
with the sisters and is still under their 
supervision. Many and many are the 
poor miaaiona anpplie^ with vestments, 
altar dotbea. ete., throngh the handi- 
work and charity nf tbc m eabera of tbia 
aodet}-. Readiac drdea aad aodaUtlea 
are under tbdr charge, and their academy 
is one of tbe moat aelect achoola in the 
city of Dayton. 

The Brothers of Mary have their 
mother home at Dayton, besides tbe St. 
Mary's Institute, which has an average 
enrollment of 300 pupila.

It wrs our pleasure to meet several 
Kentuckians wbo are prospering in the 
Gem City, notably Kdward Cowan, who

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gather once a year ia Waahington— each 
oaa lapraaaatlat the whole Uenrcby. 
It caa Ml ba add they are baodleaa of 
tbe welfare, of tbe cbnrdi, aad yet they 
have aonnded no alarm. Whatever com- 
plaints have been heard come from in- 
dividual Catholics or from societies of 
Catholics; in neither case is there warrant 
to represent others than the men them- 
selves or the societies themselves wbo do 
speak. Societies of Catholics are organ- 
ized from purposes of tbdr own, usually 
with the intent to aecnre apedal aid or 
comfort to auch aa are membera thereof. 
Reatricted to thaae pnrpoaeo Vuj an 
witbia tbdr aphere aad are eatitled to 
rea|nci» 

To venture beyond thoae purposes and 

assume general direction of the church 
is (juite another thing. It must he re- 
membered that there are luindreds of 
thousands of good and influential Catho- 
lic laymen, members of no mutual benev- 
olent sodety, who have commiaaioned no 
aodety to apeak for them. . It must, too, 
be remembe r ed that addiera of tbe 
chnrdi. aa addiasi of aa army of what- 
ever kind, wbdher aingly or whether in 
companiea or regimenta, maat await the 
adion of the commanders before they 
undertake to act for the whole organiza- 
tion. "Be wise according as God hath 
divided to every one the measure of 
faith." There are some very important 
matters to be considered by Catholics 
before grievances are proclaimed or ac- 
tion ia taken to remedy them. The 
utmoat care mnat previously be had to 
nuke oae'a aelt anre tbe grievancea do 
eziat, and that they are of anlBdent mag- 
nitude to be taken hold of in a manner 
to awaken public attention. To com- 
plain either when there is no reason or 
when the reason is slight ami unimport- 
ant is to weaken one's position in the 
presence of real ot serious grievances, if 
at any time auch may exist. The habit of 
qnerulouaneaa brings inevitably the pen- 
alty, that of being pasaed over uncere- 
moidoaaly on all oocadoaa, even when 
now aad then tbe matter complained of 
deserves attention. 

Then, too, to complain needlessly is 
to he guilty of injustice toward men and 
institutions, the iniquity of the act being 
the more grievous as the men and the 
institutions that are the objects of it 
riae in dignity of importance. The Gov- 
erameat of tbe nation, aa few other 
thingn, calla for fair treatment and re-

The dergy of the dioceee of Lonlaville 
will hold a meeting op Monday, Aognat 
11, to make arrangements for a fitting 
celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the Right Rev. Bishop McCloskey's 
ordination to the piiestliood, which event 
it to Uke place on October 6, 1002. 

After the meeting held by the'clergy 
tbe laymen of tbe varioae oongngationa 
throngbont the d i o caaa will bald awat- 
inga in tbdr raapectiva balla. Safltoc it 
to say that whea October 8 arrivea a cele- 
bration will be bdd that wUl be a credit 
to both prieata and layaiaa aad will cheer 
the Right Ravented Bidtop ia Ua declin- 
ing years. 

Right Rev. William George McClos- 
key, whose picture appears herewith, 
waa bom in Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1823. In 
young manhood he atudied law, intend- 
ing to fdlow that profaadoa, but bis 
coaaervatlva apiritaal aataat iadined him 
toward tbe aoblar eatHaf of the prieat- 
hood, and he arrordingly entered the 
Seminnary of Mount St. Mary's, Bm- 
inetsbur^, M<1. This venerable institu- 
tion has been aptly termed the nursery 
of Bishops, from the great number of 
men of exalted mind and character which 
it has produced. After finiahing his 
philosopbicd and theological studies 
tbere be waa orddned October 8, 1862. 

Ia 1880 bk waa dected firat Pieddent 
of the aew cdkige which tbe American 
bierardiy bad eaUblidied ia tbe Sternd 
City. 

Atnong tbe away anted mea wbo 
atudied during Dr. McClodiey'a minia- 
tration was the late Right Rev. Michael 
Corrigan, who afterward became Arch- 
bishop of New York. Incidentally it 
might be remarked that the warmest 
friendship always existed between the 
former preceptor aud his distinguished 
'pupil, which continued nntil tbe letter's 
death. During the ailver jubilee cdebca- 
tion of Bishop Corrigan, aonM yaaradace, 
bia firat tbonght waa to have bia friead, 
onr Biabop, with him to partldpfteia tbe 
feativitica incident to tbe occadon. 

When the aaintly Biehop Lavialle 
passed away Dr. McCloakey waa chosen 
to succeed him, on May 24, 1868, and a 
most worthy successor he has proved 
himself. He was consecrated by Cardinal 
Reisach. The policy of the Bishop has 
been many-sided, not the lea.st conspicu 
ons of its results being the raising of 
anmerooa fine edificea for tbe glory of 



his Master. Aa Ceeaar Angustna aald of 

hiiiistlf tl-.at he "found Rome made of 
brick ami he left it of mirble," so can we 
say that as Bishop McCloskey found the 
churches here of wood he has left them 
of enduring etone and of beauty both 
witbia and without Tlk childlike, win- 
ning mannera have won for him hoata of 
frienda amoag the poopla, aad bia impar- 
tiality aad love of Idr pky have aadeared 
him to tbe clergy. 

When Monsignor Sberetta eaaie as a 
member of the first apostolic delegation 
to this country, while in this dty be 
pronounced our Bishop to be "a most 
perfect type of gentleman." This com- 
ing from a man who is himself a perfect 
Chesterfield in manner and etiquette is 
a fair criterion of the eatimate placed on 
tbe kind and courteonadiapodtion of tbia 
good fattier aad prelate. Hie Menddiipa 
are ooaataat aad hie good deeda naoaten- 
tationa. When the aemiaary aow pro- 
jected 4rill have been opened and 
placed on a solid footing the crowning 
work of the good Bishop's life will have 
been completed, and no doubt his happi- 
neaa will be very great. As the fall ap- 
proaches and the whisperings of his jubi- 
lae cdebration are heard, the tender 
appredation with which tbe oonrteona 
Biabop ia bdd ia rippling like mnaical 
sound wavea threagh tbe beatta of his 
people only to break out into aglorioaa 
pean of praiae aad thaaktgiviag whea 
tbe day arrives.

everyone the measure of faith." In the 
mind of the apoatle, things most excel- 
lent, if made nae of ia undue meaaure 
and witboat proper regard to drcnm 
ataaoea of time and pUce, diange into 
tUnga periloaa aad hurtful. And tbia ia 
nndoabtedly what ia happening in the 
case of tbe fiery zeal in defense of Catho- 
lic interests which seems to be coveting 
an explosion at the present time among 
certain classes of American Catholics. 
The interests of the church, it is said, 
are made to suffer at the bands of the 
Government in its newly acquired de- 
pendeadea, aad tbe call to arms is 
aonaied from tha roetnuna of Catbolic 
aodetiee aad throngh the cdamaa of 
Catbolic papen to the partarbatioa of 
the whole CathoUc body, aad iadeed, of 
the whole country. The moment baa 
come to say to Catholics — be wise, be 
zealous unto sobriety, and according as 
Cod hath divided to every one to 
measure faith — and such counsel I take 
the liberty to give to my hearers. Who 
are they who complain and protest and 
call upon Catholics to be up and doing? 
An they thoae wbo might claim to 
repreaeat tha diardi ia ita gaaerd, or 
even local intereata? Haa the aovcraiga 
Pontiff apoken? Cdtaialy ha haa aot 
compldned; rather, baa he been heard 
from in very different tonea. Have the 
eccltsiastical authorities in the depend- 
eucies invoke<l our aid? In no instance 
have they so acted; where they have 
been heard from, aa in the case of Porto 
Rico and of Cuba, it was to tell us in 
pldneat words that they had no griev- 
ance, altbongb from irreapondble 
aonrcea it baa been on aevenl previous 
occaaioiu dinned into onr eara that tbe 
chnrch waa robbed had penacated in 
both thoae iaiaada. Biabop Blende, of 
Potto Rico, openly rejoicea that tbe 
American flag rather than the Spanish 
guards his diocese; and the hierarchy in 
Cuba are thanking God that church 
intereata were settled by tbe Government 
of Washington before a Cuban Parlia- 
ment was allowed to sit down in Havana.

It is no wonder non-Catholics 
have qaeer ideas of tbe (5ath6Uc 

church, priests and people when 
such articles as that of "I. S. B. 
are given prominent position, as in 
last Stmday'a Oonricr-Jounud. ' ~ 
S. B." seems to have discovered 
something— that Catholic churches 
in Louisville are open every day in 
the year. Wdl, Catholic chnrches 
the world over are open evei^ day 
in the year. "1. S. B." gives the 
number of "Romanists" that "Ae 
Sur Spangled Banner waves over 
at 17,000,000. If Roman Catholics 
are referred to this exceeds the 
census and other attthoritativa re 
ports. 

Of the Church of the Blessed 
Sacrament "I. S. B." says: "The 
litUe edifioa of the Blessed Sacra 
mcnt on Washington and Buch 
anan streets is in the delightful 
vicinity of the Point, the Currie 
Fertiliser Company and a large 
lumber yard. This church has had 
to be kept closed of late years— 
although anyone may enter by 
applying at the prieat's honae ncx 
^oor— on account of the devasta 
tion of bad, small boys. It pos 
sesses, nothing Of great value, for 
it ia primitive in the extreme, bnt 
even in its cheap trappings it dia 
plays a quaint dignity." 
. The Rev. pastor and the people of 
the Blcsaed Sacrament congngation 
like this, and we are certain after 
such a description they will be able 
to find their way to and identify 
their chnrch. 

And this of St. Charles Bor 
romeo's: "The most attractive 
feature of St. Charles', at Twenty 
seventh and Cheatnnt streeto, is its 
resident priest. Father RafFo. To 
find a man of his mental caliber 
and personal magnetism presiding 
over a aimplc frame atntcture, 
absolutely devoid of beauty, and a 
flock whom one must judge as 
largely in keeping with ita plaoe of 
worship, is a dcap Icaaoa to ambi- 
tious worldlings." 

We congratulate Father Rafio on 
this shower of complimentary 
-botiqaeta, though we know he will 
not appreciate it. As to the people 
of St. Charles Borromeo parish, 
who indude many of tbe moat 
prominent, refined and well-to-do 
Catholics of the West End, we are 
sure they will show their apprecia- 
tion of the estimate placed on them 
by contributing to purchaae "I. 8. 
B." a leather medal. 

But it is in describing St. 
Michad'a church and people- 
fortunately the paator escapes— that 
"I. S. B." is moat interesting, if 
net instructive: "One must not 
overlook St. Michad'a on Brook 
atreet, between Market and Jeffer- 
son. It might be called the little 
foreign church, as ita followers are 
priodpally oompoaed of Araba, 
Syrians, Armenians. Turks, Ital- 
ians and Poles. To enter it daring 
tbe week one must ctosa the aiAool 
yard, paaa through the adiool 
rooms, down a dark passageway 
and up a flight of steps before 
reaching the church itadf. For- 
tunately on a recent vidt to thia 
unique spot there was no one 
present, and the intruder bad ample 
time for satisfying his curiosity. 
The first impresdon ia one of 
almost painful homeliness as the eye 
rests on the queer, carved low- 
backed benchea, the blade-framed 
chromos on the walls, and the 
tawdry draperies of the altar, until 
aoddenly one becomes aware of the 
dundelier. Hanging like a bene- 
diction, and shedding a refining 
influence over all the cheapness 
below, is one of the handsomest 
gilt, antiqae chanddiera that Looia- 



vllle poaaeaaeB. One wondera 

what its history is, for surely it 
must have found its way to its 
present home as a gift. What 
residence did it oince adorn? On 
what beauties of fifty yeartago did 
it throw its soft light?" 

Did you ever? St. Michael'a COU" 
gregation ia dmoat entlrdy Iriah — 
that is, we have dways believed 
they were— and "I. S. B." must 
have got lost among the junk shops 
on Beat Market atreet and taken 
their keepers for St. Michael's 
"followers," especially as "I. S. B." 
sasra "no one was present" in the 
churdi. "I. S. B." givea the firat 
intimation of a round-about subter 
ranean "dark passage way" en- 
trance into St. Micfaael'a church 
The door opena on Brook atreet 
and following one's nose the way 
is straight into the church. Nor is 
there anything of "painful homeli 
ness" in it; there are no "queer, 
curved low-backed benches," but 
pews as in other churches; "tbe 
black framed chromos on the wdls" 
are the lepieaentations of Christ's 
passion, commonly called Stations 
of the Cross, and there is nothing 
about them to juatify the deacrip 
tion given bi;"I. S. B." "Tawdry 
draperies" are never seen on the 
altar in any Catholic church, how- 
ever humble, and in St. Michad'a 
the altar draperiea are of anowy 
white linen and lace, in no way 
suggestive of tawdry; nor is there 
anything like "cheapnesa" about 
St. Michael's church. It is well 
kept in repair and cleanliness, and 
its interior is beautifully frescoed 
at a coat of $7!V>, by Ldber Bros. , 
whose work in St. Anthony's 
church "I. S. B." praises. "I. S 
B." aeems to be suspicious about 
where St. Midiad'a got that 
"handsomest gilt, antique chande 
lier," but we believe a dear title 
thereto might be proven. 

PoadUy "I. S. B." ia miataken 
about visiting St. Michael's church 
and got into some other place. At 
any rate the description of St 
Michad'a diurdi and peo(dedoes 
not fit. 

"I. S. B." may have a vocation 
in life, but it ia not deacribing 
Catholic diurchea, priesta and 

people. 

SCHOOL BOOK QOUQB. 

The school book question seema 
likely to be prominent in the pend- 
ing campaign; more prominent 
than the politicians suspect or de 
sire. The fact that the public are 
plundered 35 to 50 per cent, in the 
purchaae of Ixxdui tor their children 
is bad enough; then the fact that 
these books are the product of non- 
union labor in other States has 
arouaed the Typographicd Union 
and the labor organizations. The 
persistent failure of tbe School 
Board to tcke any action to correct 
thia injuatioe haa oanaed iaveatlga- 
tion as to the t^uae, and aome sen- 
sational developments and expos- 
urea not complimentary to mem- 
bera of the SdMMl Board arc not 
improbable before the November 
election. The printers have not 
j ust begun thia agitation for cheaper 
and union printed adiOQl books. 
They have been at it for several 
years, and as usual, strove to settle 
it amicably and justly. AoKmg 
other things, it was propoaed to 
adopt school books to be printed in 
Loaiaville and fumiahed at lower 
price than the American Company, 
but the Schod Troateea decided to 
oontinae to patronize non-union 
books printed elsewhere- and cost- 
ing the people 25 to 50 per cebt. 
more. Why? Perhaps before the 
campaign closes the people will be 
told why, and certain School 
Trusteea will fed it incumbent to 



try and expldn why not. There 
is a big cat in this school boolr 
meal tub. 



inPROVBO CONDITION. 

Aa an evidence of the improved 

condition of the Iriah people under 
local home rule, and that these 
officials elected by the people fully 
understand and aeek the public 
welfare, the correction of evils, 
and saving of expense by abolishing 
useless offices and utilizing useless 
inatitutkma, we give the following 
petition to the Governmeut adopted 
by tbe Boards of Guardians of 
I«imerick and Tipperary: 

"That the Government be called 
ou to devise a scheme of general 
amalgamation of workhouses in 
Ireland, and at the aametimeto 
utilize the buildings for beneficial 
industrie-s and factories. There are 
159 ot these institutions in Ireland, 
which are entirdy in exoeaa of the 
requirements of the poor, and were 
largely erected between 1848 and 
1852 at a time wlien a widespread 
famine raged over the country. 
The population theu was double 
what it presently i.s. The com- 
pulsory erecting of wholly unneces- 
aary officea and appointments 
in workhouaea generally caused 
ing the establishment and other 
charges to be a terrible and uncalled 
for burden on the over-taxed rate- 
payera. ' 

There aeema to be general dis- 
content among the subjects of 
Great Britam in the West Indies, 
despite the concessions of the 
Imperial Government and the pro 
posed scheme of Chamberlain for 
closer relations with the colonies 
Jamaica dedarea the cooocaaiona 
and closer relations as insufficient 
and of no lasting gixxl, and asks 
freedom to trade elsewhere, partic- 
uUrly with the United States 
Now Trinidad, to ht 1p whose sugar 
planters England gt anted ,1^42,000, 
has sent a delegation to London to 
proteat that thia ia inadequate, and 
ask that they be allowed to enter 
into a reciprocity treaty with or 
become annexed to the United 
Statea, and partake of the pros- 
perity of Porto Rico. As the 
British Government has done noth- 
ing for the relief of the volcano 
atricken people of St. Vincent, it is 
not likely they are any more loyally 
attached to the Mother Country 
than Jamaica or Trindad, and may 
be heard from diortly in a dmilar 
refrain. England has not started 
any too .soon to draw Her colonies 
into closer rdationa; it might be 
she baa already deferred too long 
The responses to her propositions 
and efforts in this direction have 
certainly not been encouraging, if 
they are not to be accepted as indi 
cations of failure and a disposition 
on the part of the colonies to kick 
out of inatcad of unite in upholding 
theemp lfii V 

Now tbe loyaliata— the Bngliah 

minority — in Cape Colony, who 
were chiefly responsible for tbe 
South African war, are diaaatiafied 
with the peace terma granted tbe 
Boers, the chief of which is the 
pledge to establish representative 
home government. Thia will give 
the Dutch, who are in the majority, 
control of affairs. The loyalists, 
as a wedge to break this agreement, 
petitioned the Britidi Government 
to suspend the Constitution of Cape 
Colony, which would abolish repre- 
sentative government, and place 
the colony directly under control 
of the Colonial Secretary and ap- 
pointees, thus practically barring 
out tbe Dutch majority, and plac- 
ing the BngHdt minority in 
power. This has been refused, 
but the loyalists persist in their 
effort, for after ousting the Dutch in 
Cape Coktty they aeem to think it 
an easy matter to do so in the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State. 
There are, however, a few promi- 
nent Bngliahmen in South Africa 
honest and frank enough to warn 
the Government that such a breach 
of faith will unite the Dutch in all 
South Africa in a revolution to 
which the recent Boer war ia no 
comparison.

Samuel Young, member of Parlia- 
ment for Easl Cavan, elected by 
the Irish Nationalists, was called to 
account by hia oonatitnenta, who 
wanted to know wby he voted 
against the miners' eight-hour bill 
and wby he has arranged for seats 
in Wcatmiuiater to attend King 
Edward's coronation, when all 
other Irish Nationalists in Parlia- 
ment voted for the bill and have 
decided not to attend the corona' 
tion. Mr. Yqang does not seem to 
have progressed up to the new 
order uf things, for be replied that 
he waa "left free to aettle all auch 
points for himself." Doubtless the 
Irish Nationalists will settle Mr. 
Young when they elect a repre- 
sentative to Parliament. 



Over 13,000 popular petitions 
have been filed with the French 

Council of State asking for the 
suspension of the law closiag tbe 
Sisters' schoda and dlowing fliem

Most cautious at all times must Catho- 
lics in America l>e not to stir up latent 
prejudice aud smothered animoeities, 
of which, as experience teachea, 
there is no small shsre here and there in 
the community and which but little pro- 
vocation is needed to fan into fire and 
flame. Better often it is' to endure aome 
suffering than to gkre a pretext for oppo- 
sition and social turmotL Nothing is to 
be more dreaded in America than hatred 
and warring among citizens in the name 
of religion, and it behooves all classes of 
the population to do their utmost to 
nurture and maintain peace and har- 
mony; it behooves Catholics even more 
than others to be models of prudence and 
good will in this regsrd. The simplest 
approach among them tb form a political 
party ta the basis of idigious interests 
would be fatal to thoas interesU and 
fstal to public peace. It is quite easy 
for a few to kindle a fire which will 
threaten ravage to a whole community, 
aud which a whole community will find 
it an arduous task to extinguisl:, Nor is 
public agitation necessary in America to 
redress grievances, if grievances do 
exist, whether such grievances have 
origin, as is mofe often, the case, from 
mere inadvertence, or af it mote tardy 
happens ftom malice afetethought on 
the part of individuBl oflSdals of the 
Government. I say it advisedly, and I 
am prepared to stand by what I here say, 
there is always redress from grievances 
so far as circumstances may allow, if it 
is sought through quiet and reasonable 
methods from the high representatives of 
the Government. Let juMioe be done to 
America; in no other cMatty. la a Gov- 
ernment 80 fair-minded, so impaitlal, so 
willing to ttaat all classes ot dtiaeaa with 
absolute justioa, as that^ with whidi we 
are blessed in Ame'rict'. ' 

And let Catholics be careful lest by 
imprudent agitation and repeated mis- 
trust of the Government of America they 
instill into the minds of many of their 
fellow dtisens the notion that as Catho- 
lics they are disposed to. form themselves 
into a people apart ever dissatisfied with 
Amailca aad ita tnatitnttoos, sfver teady 
to complain, evet aazioos to find a plea 
upon which to rest their mnrmurings. 
The Catholic body will never prosper in 
America unless it be thoroughly imbued 
with the spirit of the country and with a 
deep love for its welfare. To be one 
with the country is the lesson which 
Pope Leo is ceaselessly teaching Catho- 
lics in every country; it is the lesson 
which I am confident he would wish 
Catholics in America to take to heart, 
and to practice, even ware there in so 
doing some sacrifice to be made. Aa to 
matters in the Philippine Islands, we can 
not discuss them. They sre for the time 
put beyond onr reach since they are the 
subject of negotiations between the Gov- 
ernment of America and the Sovereign 
Pontiff. To take at the present such 
matters into our own hands would be to 
mistrust the wisdom and good will of the 
Sovereign Pontiff, and of this loyal Cath- 
olics should not be capable. It would be 
to treat with disoonitaous ingtatitnda 
the Administratioa in Wadifngton, aad 
this, true Americans, CathoUes will not 
permit themselves to do. 

The logic of the situation in presence 
of strange complicatious for church and 
State arising from a change of sover- 
eignty in the Philippine Islands, [xiinted 
to a mutual conference between the head 
of the church and a representative of the 
State aa the proper and dignified way to 
a final and peaceful solution; Lee XIII. 
saw this; Theodore Rooeerdt saw this. 
Leo took the initiative, propoaed the 
conference and adiad the Government to 
expose frankly and thoroughly its views; 
the President and his advisers accepted 
the proposal. What more could have 
been done by the Administration to 
prove its good will and sense of justice? 
If the Administrstiou bad refused to 
send a i^resentative to Rome, verily 
what damorings there would have been: 
and now, when it has sent a r^toaaeata- 
tive to Rome aad sgrs ss to tha further 



ptoposd of the Vatican to transfer 
negotiations to Msnlla, clamorings are 
still raised. Well, some people are born 
to clamor; and privilege to clamor must 
be allowed to them. Be it so, but we 
shall insist that they clamor in their 
name and not in the name of the church 
in America, and for our own part we 
shall hold our souls in peace, leaving 
church interests in the Philippinee to 
one who understanda them at laaat as 
well as we do, and who wUl be aa wise in 
dispodng of them ss we could well hope 
to be— Leo XIII."

The father died while the present 
Thomas Preaton Brooke waa a email boy. 

Young Brooke began the stndy of 
music when he was five years old. He 
inherited musical talent from both his 
father and mother, who both had mna- 
ical educations. 

At ten years of age, being attracted by 
the glitter and tinael of a circns, be ran 
away from home aa a member el • drcua 
bend. The War had Jnat doaad ead the 
Soathcm people evefywhere ciamored 
for "Dixie." Not a man in the band 
knew "Dixie" save this ten-year-old lad, 
Thomas P. ffrooke. The firat big town 
they srruck was Louisville and the 
people made many requests for Dixie. 
Brooke took his copy and wrote the part 
for each member of the band. That waa 
bis first easay at arraning mtuic for an 
entire band. 

Of coorae be had a hard row to boe 
even after that, bnt be moved steadily 
onward aad npwaid and now raaka 
amoof the laefHag hendmeatere ia 
America. 

He is the author of nearly 700 compo- 
sitions and his marches have been stand- 
ard music for over twenty years. Among 
the greatest of his marches are: "Oil- 
more's Triumphal," "Salute to Mexico," 
"Wide Awake," "Kia« of Diamonds" 
and "The Boffala" 

Of conrae it was only natural for Irish- 
men to get together. Brooke was a 
valncd member of Gilmore'a band and 
often condncted it.

Brooke ia a men of great peraooal mag- 
netism, keen forcaight, ability to judge 
the humor and mood of a vast audience 
and the ability to give the people what 
they want on short notice. 

Mr. Brooke ia a student of astromomy 
as well aa mnaic. aod is the inventor of a 
telescope now being built according to 
his ideas. 

The uame Thomas Preston Brooke haa 
been handed down for six genetationa. 
the subject of this sketch being the fifth, 
and hia aoa who aooompanied him the 
sixth.
